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Dairymen’s Bonus Up Beet Harvest 


INCREASE IN MILK, BUT- 
TERFAT SUBSIDIES AN¬ 
NOUNCED M GARDINER 


Ottawa, — Now and increas¬ 
ed subsidies on dairy products 
to meet increased costs brought 
about largely by feed grain 
failures in whole milk and 
cheese producing areas were an 
nounced today by Agriculture 
Minister Gardiner. 

Beginning Oct. 1 and contin¬ 
uing until next April 30, subsid 
ies will be paid to dairy produc 
ers as follows: 

1. Fifty-five cents per 100 
pounds to producer-distributors 
of fluid milk and of such milk 
bot by distr.but »vs for '.UddmOk 
consumption as the agricultmnl 
food board may direct. The pi es 
ent subsidy is 25 cents. 

2. Thirty cents per 100 pou¬ 
nds of milk used for concentra¬ 
tion purposes as the agricultur¬ 
al food board may direct. No 
subsidy now is being paid,al¬ 
though 25 cents was paid i:i 
March and April of this year to 
be used for condensed, evapcrat 
ed or wholemilk powder purpos¬ 
es. 

3. Thirty cents per 100 pounds 
of milk users m the manufacture 
of cheddar cheese. Ibis subsidy 
is new, 

4. The eight cents a pound 
subsidy on butterfat will Do con 
tinned until Dec. 31, and 10c. 
a pound will be paid from bin. 1 
to April 30, 1944. 

Officials estimated the cost 
of the subsidies in the period 
Oct. 1 to May 1. 

$ 18 , 000,000 to $ 20 ,ooo,boo. 

“It is expected that these 
subsidies, together with the 
prices at which milk sells, van 
make it possible for farmers to 
produce sufficient milk to prov¬ 
ide th« fluid milk, canned milk 
cheese and butter necessary to 
feed the civilian and armed pop 
ulnticn as well as supply our 
Allies with cheese and canned 
milk in considerable quantit¬ 
ies,” said the minister’s stat¬ 
ement.

Now Underway 


Beet plows were in the fields 
yesterday lifting 'the first of 
the 1943 crop, which it is ex¬ 
pected will set a new mark for 
trtnnage im the industry in 
Southern Alberta. The dry, 
warn weather has been ideal, 
especially where farmers have 
been liberal with the use of 
water, of which there has been 
a generous supply this season. 
Large, juicy beets, with a high 
sugar content will be the story 
of this year’s harvest, prov¬ 
iding the growers give the 
fields a good soaking just prior 
to digginig. J. W. Evans, field 
man for this district stated 
recently that fanners would all 
need to give the beets an other 
good watering and he said he 
never had seen a summer when 
the beet crop used as much 
water os this season and still 
seemed so dry. 

All this week the boilers at 
the Factory have been under 
steam uid all the lin hav* 
been tested out and loose joints 
lightened and weak ones renew 
ed. The turbines in the power 
house have been running, both 
to test them out before they 


go on five months continuous 
service, and also to furnish 
power far the welderes & much 
inists who are finishing up then 
work in readiness for the start 
of slicing operations which is 
scheduled for next Wednesday. 

During the summer several 
improvements have been made 
at the Factory to make it more 
pleasant and more convenient 
for the workers. An addition 
hs been put to the turbine room 
whch furnishes a workshop for 
the electricans and a lunch room 
for the engine room stall and 
electricians, and above this has 
been built another ladies rest 
room for the additional ladies 
who will help to man the Fact 
ory this campaign. 

All the preliminary details 
will have been taken care of by 
Wednesday of next week, al¬ 
though the past ten days have 
been busy ones, and additional 
crew has been added daily to 
assist in getting the last min¬ 
ute jobs taken care of. While 
there will be no surplus of help 
it is expected that a full crew 
wiill be enlisted for the three 
shifts required to operate.

Ottawa, Sept. 13 (C.P.)—Re 
duel ion of Canada’s home de¬ 
fence operational military force 
by some 20,000 men was an- 
sc.unced by Defence Minister 
Ralston today in a move which 
involves disbanding the 7th and 
8th Divisions and partial dis¬ 
bandment of the O il Did?.on 

The step is one of a number 
taken or contemplated in the 


light of an improved strategic 
situation, a pressing manpower 
shortage in Canada and the fact 
that the army has “passed the 
expansion stage.” 

In a rdugh estimate of the 
military forces in Canada given 
the house of commons by De¬ 
fence Minister Ralston last June 
the 250,000 men were divided 
into three equal parts, 80,000 in 
the operational units, including 
the three divisions affected by 
today’s announcement, 80,000 in 
the training stream and 80,000 
in the home war establishment

Wheat Varieties, Yesterday, Today 
and Tomorrow 

Red Fife should be remembered 
with respect, since it was largely 
responsible for establishing our 
reputation for high quality wheat. 
It shattered badly and was so late 
that fall frost was an annual peril. 
Its doom was sealed by the stem 
rust epidemic of 1910 when it was 
already on the way out. 

Marquis did not shatter, was early 
e nough to escape many frosts which 
would have ruined Red Fife, and it 
certainly suffered less from 6tcm 
Bed, Springs & rust, plant breeding had made great 

Erickson, Ray- Strides; but stem rust was still caus¬ 

ing enormous losses. Earlier varieties, 
notably Rub> ; , Reward and Garnet 
were distributed, and served a useful 
purpose in some areas. Kota and 
Ceres had a measure of resistance to 
stem rqst, but it remained for 
Thatcher to do to Marquis what the 
latter had done to Red Fife. 

Now, in Manitoba, Regent and 
Renown are displacing Thatcher by 
virtue of their resistance to leaf rust. 

These improvements have been 
achieved by a small body of under¬ 
paid agricultural scientists at a cost 
of, probably, much less than one 
four-engined bomber per year! 

The most important hurdles now 
confronting the wheat breeder are 
wheat stem saw-fly and drought. 
I have no hesitation in asserting that 
these two problems are more diffi¬ 
cult than were late ripening and 
stem rust. Indeed, the drought 
hazard can never be removed, 
though it will be reduced. Enormous 
quantities of breeding material must 
be handled and many different 
crosses investigated. Jf wheat grow¬ 
ers are wise, they will see that this 
item is prominent in post-war gov¬ 
ernment budgets. 


WANTED IMMEDIATELY—
